NEWS FROM THE CIN BUREAU 


The annual meeting of the executive bureau of the International Numis- 
matic Commission was held at Augst, near Basile, Switzerland, on 2 = 3 
May 1980. The new bureau, elected at the International Congress in 
Berne in September 1979 consists of the following: The President, 
R.A.G. Carson (United Kingdom), and the following members: Michael 
Bates (USA), Peter Berghaus (West Germany), Ernesto Bernareggi (Italy), 
Herbert Cahn (Switzerland), Istvan Gedai (Hungary), J.- B. Giard 
(France), Octavian Iliescu (Romania), Kolbjgrn Skaare (Norway). 


The Compte Rendu 26 for 1979 was tabled and approved. The volume this 
year contains, in addition to other matter, a record of the plenary 
meeting of the Commission held at Berne on 15 September 1979 on the 
occasion of the International Numismatic Congress. 


The Bureau welcomed the accession of six new members. It was agreed that 
greater efforts should be made to encourage the recruitment of further 
new members, particularly from institutions and societies outside Europe 
and North America. 


The success of the Berne Congress was recorded. The Bureau discussed the 
lessons to be learnt with regard to congress organisation and presenta- 
tion which might be of assistance to the organisers of the next Inter- 
national Numismatic Congress to be held in London in 1986, probably in 
September. A report was received from the organisers of this Congress, 
the Royal Numismatic Society and the British Numismatic Society, on the 
planning steps already taken. It was envisaged that the proper working 
committee would be established by the end of 1980 and that an outline 
plan and progress would be presented to the Bureau at its next meeting. 


The President reported on progress in arranging the publication of the 
Proceedings of the Berne Congress, and the Bureau welcomed the acceptance 
of the task of editorship by Tony Hackens (Belgium) with the assistance 

of Raymond Weiller (Luxembourg). The editor expressed the hope that publi- 
cation would be achieved by the end of 1981. 


To provide more frequent and more up-to-date information the Bureau pro- 
posed to supplement the annual Compte Rendu with a Newsletter to be edi- 
ted by Herbert Cahn (Switzerland) and to be distributed, free of charge, 
to all interested individuals and institutions. 


Reports were received and discussed of two international projects under 
the patronage of the International Numismatic Commission. Paul Naster 
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(News from the CIN Bureau) 


(Belgium) reported on the progress of the Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum 
and was able to announce that the publication of several new fascicules 
would be achieved in 1980. The report on Coin Hoards by its editor Mar- 
tin Price (Royal Numismatic Society) showed that delay in publication 
had been caught up so that Volume V (1979) would be published in May 
1980 and Volume VI (1980) by the end of 1980. 


Amongst forthcoming international numismatic events under the patronage 
of the International Numismatic Commission the Bureau noted the collo- 
quium on "Emergency Coinage" to be held in Dublin on 22 - 24 April 1981 
and arranged by the Numismatic Society of Ireland in association with 
the Royal Dublin Society, and the colloquium on "Greek Imperial Coinage" 
to be held in Israel in 1982 and organised by the Israel Numismatic So- 
ciety. 


Amongst projects and ideas where international co-operation would be of 
benefit the Bureau noted the growth and importance of archaeometry in 
numismatics, and agreed that information be sought on EE EE 
able concrete proposals to be prepared. The Bureau stressed that for 
this project, and indeed for all other aspects of numismatic endeavour, 
it would greatly welcome news, comments and suggestions from members of 
the Commission (see address below). 


It was decided that the next meeting of the Bureau would be held in 
Stockholm on 6 - 7 May 1981.

Le 26e compte rendu pour 1979 a été approuvé. Il contient, entre autres, 
le proces-verbal de l'assemblée pléniére de la Commission, réunie a Berne 


le 15 septembre 1979, à l'issue du 9e Congr&s International de Numisma- 
tique. 


Le Bureau a pu accueillir dans les rangs de la Commission six nouveaux 
membres-institutions. Il s'efforcera de recruter de nouveaux membres, en 
particulier parmi les institutions numismatiques d'outre-mer. 
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(News from the CIN Bureau) 


Le Bureau s'est penché sur les résultats du congrés de Berne, en exami- 
nant la structure de son organisation et de son programme. Les organi- 
sateurs du prochain congr&s, prévu pour le mois de septembre 1986 à Lon- 
dres, profiteront de ces expériences. La Royal Numismatic Society et la 
British Numismatic Society, responsables de l'organisation, ont déjà 
fourni un rapport sur les premières étapes. Un comité de travail sera 
mis en place vers la fin de 1980; il présentera ses plans à la prochaine 
séance du Bureau. Le président a donné quelques indications sur la pu- 
blication des actes du congrés et l'on s'est accordé à approuver les 
nominations de M. Tony Hackens (Belgique) comme éditeur et de M. Raymond 
Weiller (Luxembourg) comme collaborateur. Le volume des actes sera vrai- 
semblablement publié en 1981. 


Pour donner des informations plus amples et plus actuelles au monde nu- 
mismatique, le Bureau a décidé de publier une Lettre deux fois par an, 
qui servira de supplément au Compte Rendu. Elle sera redigée par M. H.A. 
Cahn (Suisse). Cette "Lettre" contiendra des renseignements sur les su- 
jets suivants: 


- l'enseignement de numismatique dans les universités, 

- les travaux numismatiques en cours, 

- les récentes expositions de monnaies et de médailles, 

- les publications récentes d'une certaine envergure, 

- les sujets et les dates de colloques et de congrés de numismatiques, 
- les vols de monnaies, survenus dans les collections publiques, 


- tout autre renseignement utile, et une "boîte à lettres" des lecteurs. 


Le succès de cette entreprise dépendra largement de la collaboration des 
membres et des informations qu'ils fourniront. La Lettre sera distribuée 


gratuitement à tous ceux qui en feront la demande: membres, autres in- 
stitutions, numismates. 


Deux entreprises de recherche sont placées sous le patronage de la Com- 
mission: la Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum et le périodique Coin Hoards. 

M. Paul Naster (Belgique) a donné un rapport sur les progres de la Syllo- 
ge et a pu annoncer la parution de plusieurs fascicules pendant l'année 
courante. M. Martin Price, éditeur de Coin Hoards, a informé le Bureau 
que le retard dans la parution du vol.5 (1979) a pu étre rattrapé et que 
le vol. 6 (1980) paraitrait à la fin de cette année. 


La Commission a également décidé de patronner deux colloques de numis- 
matique: le premier colloque, sur les monnayages de nécessité, est orga- 
nisé par la Numismatic Society of Ireland et la Royal Dublin Society et 
aura lieu à Dublin du 22 au 24 avril 1981; le second, sur les monnaies 
impériales grecques, est organisé par l'Israel Numismatic Society et 
aura lieu en Israel en 1982.

Important acquisitions of Public Coin Collections, and other news. 


Cambridge 


Fitzwilliam Museum. 


- Notable gifts received during 1979 include a silver testone da quindi- 
ci soldi issued for Louis XII of France as duke of Milan, 1500-1513 
(sae wr Alike 3/7! vere) ce superb portrait coin Oj great rarity, 1C was 
presented by the Friends of the Fitzwilliam Museum and Mr. Herbert 
Schneider, assisted by the Grant-in-Aid administered by the Victoria 
and Albert Museum. The Grant-in-Aid also assisted the University Pur- 
chase Fund to buy the medal of Erasmus by Quentin Metsys made in 1519 
which is not only the most personal and interesting of all northern 
Renaissance medals, but in its present quality is a finer casting than 
the piece now in the Historisches Museum, Basel, once belonging to Eras- 
mus himself. To record his retirement from the Museum Syndicate Pro- 
fessor Grierson gave an imitation gold noble with the types of Henry VI 
of England, 1422-61; 1470-71, probably a contemporary striking made in 
the Low Countries (cf. Num.Chron. 1893 28: 3 var.). 


- The bequest of Dr. F.J. Stopp, also of 1979 and the most important re- 
ceived by the Department since that of Miss Ritchie in 1963, included 
149 German medals and 65 German coins ranging from the 16th to the 20th 
century. Dr. Stopp collected principally emblematic types, and the me- 
dal series features interesting groups on humanists, schools, marriages, 
the Reformation, and the Turkish wars. The coins include a particularly 
fine suite of Brunswick issues of both the Wolfenbüttel and Lüneburg 
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(Museum news) 


lines. Dr. Stopp's widow, Dr. Elizabeth Stopp, generously presented a 
collection of numismatic books, pamphlets, and auction catalogues re- 
levant to the bequest. 


- Purchases during 1979 include a group of 35 Greek silver coins, main- 
ly small denominations of Asia Minor, and an aureus of M. Durmius for 
Augustus, one of the rare moneyers' issues in gold and of particular 
interest for its remarkable reverse type of crab and butterfly (W. Deonna, 
The Crab and the Butterfly: a Study in Animal Symbolism, Journal of the 
Warburg and Courtauld Institutes 17, 1954, 47-86). For the Department's 
teaching, the University Purchase Fund provided for a denarius of Ves- 
pasian of the mint of Ephesus (BMCRE ii 95: 451) and a bimetallic me- 


dallion of Commodus (Gnecchi ii 53: 19). 


A summary listing of the Department's acquisitions, with illustrations of 
the principal pieces, will be published in the Annual Reports of the Syndi- 
cate and of the Friends of the Fitzwilliam for the year ending 31 Decem-
